VISITS CANADA 

_The Continental Congress early in 
1776 appointed Benjamin Franklin, 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton. and 
Samuel Chase a committee to visit 

» and endeavor to secure the 
the settlers there 
against Great Britain. Carroll, who 
was only thirty-eight, was selected for 
his devotion to the cause of freedom, 
for his ability in argument, for his 
knowledge of French, which was the 
language of many Canadians, and for 
his attachment to his religion, since 
the people of the Province of Quebec 
were well aware that the Catholics in 
most of the colonies were suffering 
from intolerant laws; and they would 
not care to consort with their perse- 
cutors, unless persuaded that Rooter 
days were about to dawn. Rev. John 
Carroll, kinsman of Charles, and later 
Archbishop of Baltimore, was, by 
special resolution of the Continental 
Congress, adopted February 15, 1776, 
induced to accompany the delegation. 
They did their best, but they did not 
succeed in their object; nevertheless, 
their mission had beneficial results for 
the colonies. 

IN CONGRESS 

Carroll was elected a member of the 
Continental Congress on July 4, 1776. 
He signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence on August 2, when the copy 
engrossed on parchment was ready for 
signature, Of all the signers he had 
the most at stake, for he was at that 
time the richest man in America, his 
wealth being estimated at $2,000,000, 
which was an enormous sum for those 
days. He was elected by the voters 
of Annapolis as a member of the con- 
vention which adopted a constitution 
for the State of Maryland, and he was 
one of the committee who drew up the 
document. 

In order to serve the people of his 
State as a Senator in the Legislature. 
Carroll resigned his seat in Congress 
in 1778. He was placed on all the im- 

ortant committees; he was elected 

resident of the Senate on May 23. 
1788, and again at the next session in 
December of the same year. He was 
elected a United States Senator in 
1789. He was a Federalist: and he 
acted with hess Be oy Hamilton and 
other leaders of that party in their 
endeavors to strengthen the nationa! 
government. 


LAST LIVING SIGNER 


When Congress enacted a law to 
prevent State legislators from holding 
simultaneously membership in it, 
Carroll resigned as U. S. Senator in 
order to devote his whole attention to 
his office in the State Senate, which he 
held until 1801. He served on the 
committee which settled the boundary 
dispute between Maryland and Vir- 
ginia; and his last public act was the 
laying of the cornerstone of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, on July 
1828. After the death of Adams and 
Jefferson in 1826, Carroll was the last 
surviving signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

Carroll's wife died in 1782, after 
fourteen happy married years. They 
had seven children, of whom four died 
in infancy. He outlived his only son 
Charles by several years. 

One of Carroll’s last utterances was 
in these memorable words: “I have 
lived to my ninety-sixth year. I have 
enjoyed continued health. I have been 
blessed with great wealth, prosperity, 
and most of the good things which the 
world can bestow—public approbation, 
esteem, applause; but what I now look 


back upon with the greatest satisfac-' 


tion to myself is that I have practiced 
the duties of my religion.” He died 
in 18382 in his Baltimore home, and 
was interred in the family chapel at 
Carrollton. 

When the statues of Carroll and 
Hansen were offered to the Nation by 
the State of Maryland, Senator Mc- 
Comas made the presentation speech 
In the course of his eulogy he said: 
“Tt is because of part in the 
great drama of the Revolution, their 
unfailing devotion to the cause of lib- 
erty, their great power and influence 
at critical periods of the struggle with 
Great Britain, their character and 
lives, that Maryland has selected 
John Hanson and Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton to dwell in enduring bronze 
in yonder American pantheon.” 

FATHER MARQUETTE 

James Marquette, missionary among 
the Indians, explorer, and discoverer 
of the Mississippi River, was b 
Loan, France, on June 1, 1637 
tered the Society of Jesus at y 
on October 8, 1654. After twelve years 
of study and teaching, he was or- 
dained a priest. Shortly thereafter 
he was sent to the Indian missions in 
Canada. He proceeded to Three Riv- 
ers on the St. Lawrence, and applied 
himself to learn the speech of the 
Hurons. Such was his talent as a 
linguist and so intense was his dili- 
gence that he soon was master of S1x 
aboriginal dialects. Then he was di- 
rected to live among the Indians at 
Sault Ste. Marie on Lake Superior. 
After eighteen months there, he was 
made pastor of the tribe at La Pointe, 
near the site of the present city of 
Ashland.

Down the Mississippi the explorers 
proceeded, passing the mouths of the 
Missouri and Ohio Rivers, and reach- 
ing the mouth of the Arkansas River. 
There they ascertained for sure that 
the Mississippi emptied into the Gulf 
of Mexico. This information was the 
crown of their labors. Then and there 
they resolved to turn back. “We con- 
sidered,” wrote Marquette in his 
diary, “that we would expose our- 
selves to the risk of losing the fruits 
of the be a if we were captured by 
the Spaniards, who would at least hold 
us captives.
